JURISDICTION 
The United States Kstrict Court for the Ettstrict of Columbia has subject matter 
jurisdiction because the <fistrict courts have original jurisdiction or all civil actions arising 
under the Constitution, laws or treaties of the United States (28 U.S.C. Sec 1391) and 
also because it has jurisdiction over the parties based on 28U.S.C.Sec.l332 (a) (I) 
because the plaintiffs live in Wiscc^isin, to the best of plaintiffs' knowledge none of the 
defendants live in Wisconsdn, the defendant who is most influential in recent events is 
located in the District of Columbia, and the amount of controversy is over $75,000. 
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■ FACTS 
1 .) The plaintiffs filed the complaint with numbered facts 2 to 419 below in the District 
of Colorado. Tiiis case was litigated feom Jaaaaiary 2003 to Mscy 2005. During that time^ 
the facts 2 to 416^ were not dSspmed by the defense^ nor were any other facts, prcseiited by 
plaintiffs disputed by the defense, nor was the $15 million plus interest estiiftate of the 
dollar value of plaintiff cMtsL Bi tihe 02-1950 Mgatipn, ]^l^t^ repeate% verified: 
the complaint feets below imder penalty of perju^^ tbem also in tootions 

for summary jiidgment They sui5)orted the 02-1950 complaint facts with an initiai 750 + 
page of document evidence admissible under the federal rules of evidence consisting 
mostly of county court documents, verifiable photographs, letters undisputed by the 
defense, arid many documents collected under the Freedom of Information Act. The 
defendants did not file "Answers'* or '"Replies". They did not file any affidavits. They did 
not file a statement of stipulated facts nor disputed facts. They <fid not convene a case 
management conference. They refused to have conferences as required and anticipated by 
the rules and notice pleadings. They refused, to respond to interrogatories, even when 
filed as motions. All of the defendants in 02-1 950 that were served are included in this 
filing. The defendants in the 02-1950 action did not move to add any additional 
defendants. The facts below are therefore now undisputable in law bec^se the 02-1950 
defendants had plenty of time to produce affidavits contradictiaig their truth:

Dobbs, The Law of Torts, West 

Hornbook, discusses attorney liability in tort and the Dobbs book is used in many law 

schools. Attorney liability in tort is settled law not cutting edge law. The Cal Supreme 

Court ruled on the subject in 1958 and there are many cases on the subject.)
